Organized  by  Student  Ac¬ 
tivities  Director  Mary  Connelly , 
the  weekend  was  designed  to 
build  relations  between  the  dif¬ 
ferent  branches  of  student 
government,  to  train  both  new 
and  old  members  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  and  to 
get  these  neo-politicians  out  of  the 
meeting  room. 

Sixteen  people  were  gathered 

and  vanned  out  to  this  camp 


ground  and  they  were  instructed 
in  the  way  to  talk  to  get  your  point 
across,  proper  listening  techni¬ 
ques,  goal-setting  and  how  to 
function  together. 

The  sixteen  people  were 
representatives  from  Student 
Senate,  Activities  Commission, 
an  enthusiastic  president  of  the 
class  of  1992,  Residence  Hall 
Association,  the  Student  Ac¬ 
tivities  Offlce,and  the  Student  In¬ 
formation  Centers. 

These  student  leaders  did  not 
stay  cooped  up  behind  a  lecturer 
for  the  three-day  event.  They  got 
out  to  enjoy  the  800  acres  that 
make  up  Camp  Merrowvista. 
Some  felt  that  they  enjoyed  it  too 
much. 

That  would  be  a  fair  statement 
if  you  had  seen  the  activities  they 
took  part  in.  A  low-level  rope 
course  was  the  big  event  of  the 
weekend.  It  challenged  them  as  a 
group  and  as  individuals  in  ways 
that  few  of  these  elected  officials 


had  to  slip  through  a  different 
opening  without  touching  the 
ropes;  the  beam  set  above  their 
heads;  the  wall;  and  the  deadly 
swing  over  molten  peanut  butter 
while  holding  a  tub  of  nitro.

The  Student  Government  are 
many  things  when  the  senate  is 
convened  in  their  chambers.  They 
ire  often  loud.  Their  meetings  are 
historically  plagued  by  frequent 
abscences  by  bad  senators.  And 
their  meetings  are  sometimes 
controversial.  But  few  senate 
meetings  could  match  last 
Wednesday’s  for  controversial! - 
t\  In  two  words,  the  last  senate 
meeting  could  be  described  as  a 
blood  bath. 

‘Me.  the  liberal  that  I  am,  I 
mink  that  it  is  important  that,  and 
it  pains  me  to  say  this,  that  we 
should  pass  this  constitution.  I  am 
diametrically  opposed  to 
everything  this  club  stands  for.” 
These  were  the  first  words 
>poken  by  Senator  David  Whit- 
ford  when  a  proposal  for  a  club’s 
constitution  was  brought  up  for 
debate. 

The  club  has  been  trying  to  get 
Student  Government  to  pass  its 
constitution  since  early  on  in  last 
semester.  The  club  s  name  is 
Campus  Advance  and  they  are 
almost  enrireh  made  up  of  Boston 
Church  of  Christ  members  who 
go  to  the  university. 

Although  their  constitution  has 
been  rejected  by  the  Governance 
Committee  and  Student  Court  for 
some  incidental  problems  and 
wording,  the  major  reason  for  the 
delay  on  passing  of  their  constitu¬ 
tion  is  because  they  are  the 
Boston  Church  of  Christ  and 
BCC  members  have  had  a  history 
of  over-zealous  recruiting 
methods. 

Dave  Whitford  went  on  to  say, 
”1  feel  that  they  [Boston  Church] 
are  a  cult  and  nothing  more;  that 
they  trash  and  abuse  people’s 
lives  for  less  than  perfect 
reasons.” 

Yet  the  irony  of  the  situation 
lies  in  the  fact  that  Whitford,  one 
of  the  Boston  Church  of  Christ’s 
staunchest  critics  is  also  one  of 
the  strongest  spokesmen  for  their 
right  as  students  to  form  a  club. 

Currently,  any  student  who 
wants  to  form  a  club  on  campus 
need  only  fill  out  the  proper 
forms  correctly,  have  ten 
members,  and  ensure  that  their 
constituion  is  valid  and  does  not 
duplicate  the  functions  of  an 
already  existing  club  can  recieve 
funding  and  recognition  from  the 
Student  Government. 

Campus  Advance  has  already 
completed  three  of  the  four 
hurdles.  The  last  one  could  be 
their  toughest. 

Last  night,  their  organization’s 
constitution  faced  careful  scrutiny 
by  the  Governance  Committee 
and  the  Student  Court.  If  their 
constitution  passed  that  examina¬ 
tion,  Campus  Advance  will  be  on 
its  way  to  being  a  recognized  part 
of  the  university. 

Senate  could  delay  that  event 
further.  They  could  table  the 
discussion  for  another  month,  but 
that  will  not  make  the  situation  go 
away.  Wait  and  see.

Indian  peace  activist  speaks  about  Ghandi

Hasmukh  Patel,  Indian  peace 
activist  and  member  of  the  Ghan¬ 
di  Foundation,  came  to  ULowell 
to  speak  about  the  continuing  im¬ 
pact  of  Mohandas  K.  Ghandi  in 
India.  Patel  gave  his  talk  on 
Thursday  at  5:30  in  the  O'Leary 
Library  Media  Center.  His  small 
audience  included  Sociology  Pro¬ 
fessor  John  MacDougall  and 
former  SGA  Senator  Amit 
Kanodia. 

Patel  tried  to  dispel  notions  of 
Ghandi  as  having  been  merely  a 
half-naked  old  man  trapsing  on 
foot  through  British  dominated 
India.  In  reality,  he  stated  that 
Ghandi ’s  work  began  in  1932  in 
South  Africa,  where  he  protested 
Apartheid’s  discrimination 
against  Indians  there.  The  South 
African  government  still  refers  to 
its  Indian  citizens  as  “coloreds” 
and  denies  them  the  right  to  vote. 

Moreover,  Patel  explained, 
Ghandi ’s  philosophy  did  not  con¬ 
sist  simply  of  passive  resistance 
to  military  authority.  “His 
method  of  nonviolence  was  not 
merely  preaching,  but  a  scientific 
way  of  life,”  Patel  said. 

He  pointed  to  several  Ghandi- 
inspired  movements  occuring 
currently  in  India,  consisting  of 


non-military  pressure  tactics 
against  gonvernment  policy.  In 
one  such  movement  200,000 
farmers  went  to  the  estate  of 
Prime  Minister  Rajiv  Ghandi  in 
New  Delhi.  The  farmers  brought 
their  livestock  and  simply  sat 
quietly  outside.  The  Prime 
Minister  ordered  no  pollice  action 
to  make  them  leave.  The  farmers 
were  protesting  price  regulation 
of  goods. 

Patel  himself  is  an  organizer 
and  teacher  of  such  groups  in  In¬ 
dia,  a  country  still  fractured  by 
Hindu/Moslem  conflicts  as  well 
as  tensions  between  Hindu  castes. 
Many  of  India’s  poor  belong  to 
the  “untouchable”  class,  the 
lowest  caste  of  the  Hindu  hierar¬ 
chy.  Though  the  government  has 
attempted  to  abolish  the  caste 
system,  which  is  based  on  the 
belief  that  people  are  born  into 
better  or  worse  castes  based  on 
their  previous  lives,  but  the  idea 
that  a  person  born  poor  deserves 
what  he  gets  is  hard  to  correct. 

According  to  Patel,  however, 
the  most  abused  group  of  people 
on  any  level  of  Indian  society  are 
women.  He  stated  bluntly  that 
“women  are  not  treated  as  human 
beings  in  India.  They  are  the  most 
suppressed  class,  especially  in 


rural  areas.”  Patel  said  that  sex 
inequality  began  with  coloniza¬ 
tion  and  totally  contradicts  Hin¬ 
du  principles  of  feminine  divinity. 

As  a  result,  Ghandi’s 
philosophy  of  egalitarianism  has 
appealled  to  many  women,  who 
have  formed  their  own  Ghandian 
groups  to  influence  government 
policy.  These  women’s  groups 
challenge  policies  concerning  the 
environment,  employment  and 
population  control.  Patel  cited 
one  example  of  a  woman- 
organized  demonstration  which 
prevented  the  clearing  of  a  forest. 
The  women  put  themselves  bet¬ 
ween  the  woodcutters  and  the 
trees,  saying,  “You  cut  us  and 
then  you  can  cut  the  trees.” 

Despite  the  late  Prime  Minister 
Indira  Ghandi’s  attempts  to  man¬ 
date  birth  control  in  1976,  India’s 
population  continues  to  increase 
at  an  alarming  rate.  In  a  country 
only  roughly  the  size  of  the 
American  midwest  there  are 
9,000,000  people.  Many  or¬ 
thodox  Hindus  and  Moslems 
resist  education  about  birth  con¬ 
trol  and  family  planning,  and  con¬ 
traception  does  not  easily  reach 
rural  areas.  Even  with  these 
obstacles  women  continue  ot  be 
a  powerful  factor  in  Ghandian 


movements  throughout  India. 

Patel  said  that  many  parallels  to 
the  Ghandian  movement  are  oc¬ 
curing  here  in  the  United  States. 
“I  had  an  opportunity  to  be  with 
Native  Americans  two  years  ago 
in  the  midwest,”  he  said.  There 
Patel  spent  three  weeks  on  the 
Rosebud  Reservation  in  South 
Dakota.  Patel  said  that  many 
Native  Americans  now  seek  tribal 
autonomy  and  a  stronger  sense  of 
cultural  identity  through  non¬ 
military  means.  This  reawaken¬ 
ing  includes  instituting  forgotten 
ceremonies  into  modern  life,  and 
rethinking  history. 

In  each  example,  in  both  India 
and  the  U.S.,  Patel  emphasized 
that  Ghandianism  is  not  a  static 
pacifism  but  a  lively  movement 
which  could  address  any  problem 
of  social  injustice. 

Hasmukh  Patel  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Ghandi  Founda¬ 
tion  since  he  was  15.  In  addition 
to  the  U.S.  he  has  travelled  to 
Israel  and  throughout  the  Indian 
subcontinent  instructing  others  in 
Ghandian  philosophy.  His  talk 
was  presented  by  the  Sociology 
Department  in  conjunction  with 
the  Office  of  Minority  Student 
Affairs  and  the  Indian  Students 
Association.

Generation  of  Swine 

A  book  by  Hunter  S.  Thompson 


Review  by  Stewart  Nichols 

Hunter  Thompson  is  both  a 
phenomenon  in  the  field  of 
Sociology  and  a  socialogical 
phenomenon.  His  articles  from 
South  American  in  the  early  ’60s, 
printed  in  The  Nation,  showed  a 
deep  understanding  of  world 
politics.  Many  of  these  articles 
are  collected  in  “The  Great  Shark 
Hunt”,  found  in  the  Sociology 
section  of  most  bookstores. 

Another  side  of  Thompson  is 
the  whiskey  swilling,  Acid  pop¬ 
ping  freak  satirized  as  the 
character  Duke  in  the 
Doonesbury  comic  strip,  and  as 
himself  in  the  movie  “Where  the 
Buffalo  Roam.” 

Thompson  now  writes  a 
regular  column  for  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Examiner.  This  book  is  a 
collection  of  those  columns.  The 
subtitle  for  the  book,  “Tales  of 
Shame  and  Degradation  in  the 
80s”,  gives  only  a  hint  of  his 
perspective  on  the  world. 

In  Thompson’s  world,  every 
politician  is  either  stupid  or 


crooked,  often  both.  They  lie, 
cheat,  steal.  They  sacrifice  their 
principles  to  get  elected,  pro¬ 
stitute  themselves  to  get  re¬ 
elected.  His  commentary  on  the 
political  events  of  our  times  are 
filled  with  base  accusations  that 
often  seem  paranoid. 

But  he  isn’t.  He  ranted  about 
Richard  Nixon  long  before 
anyone  else  dared  to  in  print.  His 
descriptions  on  the  personal  in¬ 
tegrity,  or  lack  thereof,  of 
Reagan’s  staff  sounded  shrill  un¬ 
til  the  real  character  of  the 
Reagan  administration  started  to 
emerge.  Thompson  has  his  finger 
on  the  pulse  of  American  politics, 
and  that  is  a  disturbing  thought, 
given  his  conclusions  on  the 
motivations  of  our  leaders. 

Not  all  the  pieces  in  this  book 
are  about  politicians.  His  forte  is 
in  the  vein  of  his  South  American 
articles  in  the  60s.  Instead  of 
reporting  an  event,  he  reports  on 
the  people  around  an  event.  He  is 
usually  the  protagonist  of  his  nar¬ 
ratives.  He  also  fictionalizes  his 


stories  to  give  them  more  impact. 
In  a  column  about  an  elderly 
Malaysian  man  about  to  be 
deported  after  thirty  years  in  this 
country  ,  Thompson  w  rites  that 
his  main  concern  that  day  was  in 
trying  out  a  new  golf  club.  The 
old  man’s  dehumanizing  treat¬ 
ment  from  the  Immigration 
Bureau  comes  out  in  the  shade  of 
a  tall  tale  about  how  Thompson 
and  an  attorney  visit  the  fugitive 
old  man,  hear  his  tale,  then 
callously  turn  him  into  the 
authorities. 

It  isn’t  strictly  journalism, 
more  like  Keith  Colquhon’s  “in¬ 
stinctive  journalism,”  where  the 
message  is  more  important  than 
the  specific  truth.  But  Thomp¬ 
son’s  stories  have  reality  in  them. 
He  has  a  keen  sense  of  what 
humans  are  all  about.  His  conclu¬ 
sions  are  frequently  disturbing, 
but  so  very  frequently  his  conclu¬ 
sions  and  political  insights  prove, 
in  the  long  run,  to  have  been 
devastatingly  accurate.

revolving  stage.  Dr.  Funk  did 
not  need  to  swing  from  a  high 
wire  suspension  system  to  create 
a  verbal  eruption  from  the  au¬ 
dience.

Where,  indeed,  does  that  money  go?  To  lobbyists  at  the 
State  House?  Wouldn’t  we  the  students  be  better  served  by 
more  activities  going  on  right  here  at  school? 

MassPIRG’s  money  comes  from  the  Student  Activity  Fee, 
as  though  it  were  a  recognized  club  in  its  own  right. 
Spokespersons  like  to  boast  that  the  Pirg  is  the  only  item 
which  students  themselves  choose  directly  whether  or  not 
to  fund  with  their  fees.  This  is  certainly  true,  except  that  the 
wording  of  this  choice  is  often  misleading.  The  bill  students 
receive  says  to  put  a  check  mark  if  they  do  not  wish  for 
MASSPirg  to  receive  four  dollars  of  their  activity  fee.  Why 
doesn’t  the  bill  instead  ask  students  to  say  if  they  do  want 
to  contribute? 

It  may  seem  like  a  trivial  matter  of  semantics,  but  how 
many  new  students  even  know  what  MassPIRG  is?  Why 
should  those  who  do  not  know  or  have  no  interest  contribute? 
Tax  statements  ask  if  one  wishes  to  contribute  a  dollar  to 
the  Presidential  campaign.  Why  should  the  I.R.S.  care  who 
doesn’t  want  to? 

Certainly  MASSPirg  has  provided  many  good  services  to 
the  student  body.  But  either  only  students  who  want  to  sup¬ 
port  it  should  have  to  do  so,  or  the  Pirg  should  do  more  with 
the  money  it  gets.

Still  more  abortion  views 


I  am  opposed  to  abortion  when 
it  is  used  as  a  form  of  birth  con¬ 
trol,  and  therefore  disagree  with 
many  statements  in  this  editorial. 

First  of  all,  I  am  against  the 
RU486  pill  not  because  it  can  be 
used  as  a  form  of  birth  control, 
but  because  it  can  also  be  used  to 
abort  shortly  after  conception. 
Responsible  people  use  birth  con¬ 
trol  before,  not  after,  the  act. 

Second,  why  would  an  anti¬ 
abortionist  be  happy  about 
another  form  of  abortion?

don’t  believe  the  Government 
should  be  spending  money  to 
fund  abortions,  but  I  would  not  be 
happy  if  this  reduction  in  spen¬ 
ding  came  about  by  the  approval 
of  this  pill.

This  year  has  begun  with  many 
changes.  The  frustrating  budget 
cuts,  class  cancellations,  and  the 
new  shuttle  bus  headaches  due  to 
the  closing  of  the  Pawtucket 
Street  Bridge  are  only  a  few  of 
the  aggrevations.  However,  this 
year  is  also  the  first  time  that  the 
University  of  Lowell  will  have  a 
student  chapter  of  Amnesty  Inter¬ 
national. 

Sure,  most  of  us  have  heard 
about  the  Human  Rights  Now! 
tour,  boasting  Tracy  Chapman, 
Sting,  and  U2  among  others.  We 
also  all  know  that  the  tour  has 
something  to  do  with  Amnesty  In¬ 
ternational.  If  you  are  like  a  lot 
of  people  though  you  may  only 
have  a  vague  understanding  of  the 
concept  and  goals  of  this 
organization. 

In  1961,  Peter  Benneson,  a 
british  lawyer,  heard  about  two 
Portuguese  students  who  were  ar¬ 
rested  and  sentenced  to  seven 
years  imprisonment  for  toasting 
to  freedom  in  a  local  tavern.  Ben¬ 
neson  began  to  learn  of  many 
other  people  all  over  the  world 
who  were  imprisoned  for  their 
personal  beliefs.  He  began 


Amnesty  International  to  raise 
world  wide  awareness  of  this  and 
other  human  rights  issues. 

Today  Amnesty  is  an  impartial, 
independent  movement  which 
plays  a  worldwide  role  in  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  basic  human  rights. 
(These  rights  are  outlined  in  the 
Universal  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights,  a  document  signed  and 
adopted  on  December  10,  1948, 
by  all  countries  represented  at  the 
United  Nations).  Amnesty  has 
three  main  goals:  1)  the  release 
of  all  prisoners  of  conscience  - 
people  who  have  been  imprison¬ 
ed  for  their  beliefs,  race,  sex, 
religion,  or  ethnic  origin,  who 
have  not  used  or  encouraged 
violence;  2)  fair  and  prompt  trials 
for  all  political  prisioners;  and  3) 
an  end  to  torture  and  executions 
in  all  cases. 

The  main  focus  of  a  college 
group  is  to  spread  the  word  about 
these  problems.  Many  of  us  do 
not  really  think  much  about 
human  rights  and  are  not  aware 
that  people  all  over  the  world  are 
being  deprived  of  them.  Our 
group  will  also  be  working  on 
prisoner  cases.  This  means  we 


will  be  informed  of  a  particular 
prisoner  in  a  particular  country 
who  is  being  held  for  unjust 
reasons.  Then  at  our  next 
meeting,  members  of  the  univer¬ 
sity  of  Lowell  chapter  will  write 
a  letter  to  this  specific  govern¬ 
ment  asking  for  the  release  of  this 
prisoner  -  and  to  let  the  officials 
of  that  country  know  that  we  are 
watching  their  actions  carefully. 

This  year  we  hope  to  see  a 
steady  growth  of  this  new 
Chapter  of  Amnesty.  December 
10  will  mark  the  40th  anniversary 
of  the  Universal  Declaration  of 
Human  Rights  and  we  will  be 
sponsoring  many  events  to  help 
celebrate,  support,  and  reinforce 
the  importance  of  human  rights 
and  the  need  for  their  protection. 
Please  join  us  at  our  next 
meeting,  to  be  held  on  October 
20,  1988,  5:00  p.m.  in  the  South 
Campus  Student  Union,  and  learn 
more  about  our  group  and  about 
Amnesty  International.  If  you 
cannot  make  it  to  a  meeting  or 
would  just  like  more  information 
about  Amnesty,  please  write  to  us 
at  Box  #77.  We  look  forward  to 
meeting  you!

Have  you  declared  a  major?  Do  you 
know  what  different  career  opportunities 
are  open  to  Liberal  Arts  Majors?  Are  you 
aware  of  the  requirements  and  restrictions 
placed  on  you  by  the  University,  College 
of  Liberal  Arts,  department  of  your  ma¬ 
jor,  etc? 

If  you  are  undeclared  or  undecided  in 
any  way,  don’t  be  discouraged  and  don’t 
be  content  with  being  confused.

1)  Every  student  at  the  University  is 
assigned  an  “Advisor”.  Due  to  the  new 
registration  procedure  it  has  finally  become 
impossible  to  register  without  meeting  with 
that  Advisor  at  least  once.  Ideally,  your 
Advisor  will  have  the  answers  to  all  your 
questions  (or  at  least  access  to  the 
answers).  However,  one  must  remember 
that  these  “Advisors”  are  regular  facul¬ 
ty,  and  are  often  only  versed  in  the  courses 
that  they  personally  teach.  Still,  your  Ad¬ 
visors  are  helpful,  and  they  should  be  the 
first  place  to  turn  to  when  you  have  ques¬ 
tions,  throughout  the  semester,  not  just 
during  registration. 

2)  If  your  questions  are  out  of  your  Ad¬ 
visor’s  range;  if  your  questions  involve  im¬ 
portant  decisions  or  changes  in  your  major, 
future  career,  etc;  if  you’re  puzzled  by 
your  past  and  even  more  puzzled  by  your 
future,  the  Counseling  and  Career 
Resource  Center  is  the  place  for  you. 
Located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
McGauvran  Student  Center  (S.U.B. 
South),  the  center  is  THE  SOURCE  of  in¬ 
formation  on  career  opportunities,  major 
fields  of  study,  and  graduate  schools.  Peer 
Career  Counselors  are  on  duty  from  9:00 
to  5:00  Monday  through  Friday  to  assist 
you  with  printed  references  on  majors  and 
careers  and/or  the  computerized 
career/major/school  guide.  Drop  by 
anytime  to  use  the  resources.
